This is in response to the Official Action of March 31, 2005, in connection with 
the above identified application. 

The Official Action is a restriction requirement in which it is urged that there are 
two separate and distinct inventions claimed in this application. Applicants elect the 
Group II invention directed to a method of antagonizing viruses in vitro using a 
compound of formula I which includes claims 11-20. The election is made without 
traverse. Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional application on the non-elected 
invention at a later time. 

In addition, Applicants are further required to elect a single disclosed species for 
initial search purposes. Applicants election for X is pyridium, for Y is -(CH 2 ) 3 , and for 
Z is PF 5 (hexafluorophosphorate). Claims 11-14 and 16-19 are readable thereon. 
Applicants understand that currently claims 1-20 are generic. Upon allowance of a 
generic claim, additional species may be considered.
